BODY SEEKING NATIONAL 


RECOGNITION,

A new de Haviland “ Moth ” aeroplane, 


fitted with a Gipsy II. engine, has just been 
delivered to the Irish. Aero Club. The 
machine was flown across from Mans/esier 
by Mr. C. F. French, the chief imstractor, 
to Baldonnel Aerodrome, where the civb has 
its headquarters. 

At the present time the Irish Aero Club 
is seeking to obtain membership of the 
Federation Aeronautique Internationale—the 
body which governs international private fly- 
ing and aerial sporting events. Membership 
of the Federation is restricted to the national 
club of each country, and for this purpose 
the club has made application to the Free 
State Government for official recognition, and 
the council are now awaiting the reply of 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
who controls civil aviation. 

There should be very little difficulty in 
obtaining official recognition as the national 
organisation, however, as the Irish Aero 
Club was the first institution to take any 
interest in flying in the Free State. It was 
founded in 1928, following the successful 
trans-Atlantic flight of the monoplane 
Bremen, and has been operating at Bal- 
donnel since that time. The aeroplane pur- 
chased at the inception of the club, an Avro 
Avian, was the first private machine to be
